repartee of Senator Spooner in defense of 


the army a with Senator.

This is perhaps the first tiene in the his- 
tory of the Senate that one of its members 
has been hissed. It was evident the audience 
had pronounced convictions upon the subject 
of attacking the army and frequently during 
the day the galleries burst forth in applause 
at the telling points made by Mr. Spooner. | 


Senator Carmack Hissed. 
*The most noticeable demonstration oc- 
curred during a controversy between Sen- 
ator Spooner and Senator Hoar on account 
of an old statute of Massachusetts, offering 
prizes for the scalps of Indians, which was 
brought up by Mr. Spooner, who found in 
it a precedent for General Smith's famous 
massacre order in the Philippines. Senator 
Platt of Connecticut, who presided, gave the 
customary warning that if the applause was 
| repeated he would order the galleries cleared, 
but this had no, effect, 


Tennessee, who said that he supposed a 
certain soldier would repudiate a letter he 
had written, as every officer and soldier in 
the Philippines had — when it was re- 
quired of him.

ful electric automobile built for the sole 
purpose of breaking the kilometer and mile 
records for electric, machines at today’s 
speed tests of the Automobile Club of Amer- 
ica at Grant City, Staten Island, swerved 
when within a few hundred yards of finishing 
one of the fastest miles ever made by any 
kind of a machine, and, plunging into a 
crowd of sightseers, hurled them to the right 
and left with frightful force. 
_ One man was killed outright. The sharp 
nose of the machine hit him in the chest, 
as he struggled to get out. of the way, and 
as he fell the steel spokes of one of the 
wheels, having rid themselves of their wood- 
en rim, entered his body at three different 
points, killing him instantly and mangling 
his body. 

Seven persons, including two women, are. 
known to have been injured by the plunge‘of

least twenty others sustained slight injuries.

Of all the departments. of pedology,

they think may finally establish a standard 
dietary for children from 5 to 15. 

The idea is this: 

All effects have causes. The one 
mental condition of the child is an effect. 
One of the causes of this effect is the food 
the child eats. If, then, one stadies this 
food and observes that physical and menta! 
condition one may finally discover certain 
correpoudences between particular foods 
and particular conditions. -One may find 
that with a ertain kind of child under 
certain eireumstances a certain food has 
certain results, It is, of course, no absolute- 
ly new thing to suspect that diet exercises 
an influence on phydique and on character. 
The beef-cating Englishman long ago came 
to that conclusion with regard to the frog- 
eating Frenchman. It is a more recent de- | 
velopment of thought, however, to sup- 
pose. that by experiment one. can actually 
trace in the every day life of children the 
beheficia! or detrimental effects, physically | 
and intellectually, of matton, eggs, turnips, 
and ice cream. 

According to CoBperation 
the children at the Hospital School is care- 
fully. analyzed. The amount of each kind 4 


of food go by each child te weighed. It 
is known then just-how- much feod-that 
child has had and just what chemical ele- 
ments that tood contained. “ The accom- 
panying mental and physical expressions ” 


of the child are then noteddown. All devia- | 


tions from the normal are subjected to spe- 
cial scratiny. In short, the whole life of 
the child is brought under the most search- 
ing observation with an eye to the formala- 
tion of general laws with regard te what 
the child should eat and drink. 

Of course, it is clear to the publie—and 
was clear to it before modern selence In- 
stalled its laboratory apparatue—that 
child’s well-being depends to a large ts 
tent upon fits diet. Here the scientific and 
the unscientific person agree. When it is 
suggested, however, that by giving children 
certain foods certain results may be reached 
the unscientific person strikes off down an 
avenue of possibilities Into which his more 
cautious companion may not care to follow 
him. If it is possible to strengthen.e boy's 
mind by certain foods, why would it not 
be possible in that ‘same way to determine 
his permanent mental bent? The bees are 
understood to produce workers, drones, and 
queens by divergent processes of feeding.

Probably there are not 
a dozen persons outside of Posey County 
who know there is such a place, and yet, 
i¢ the Indianapolis Sentinel is correct in 
ite statements, it is the center of the pres- 
ent great literary movement which has 
swept over Indiana and is now triumphantly 
making progress all over the United States.

Just as the theater- 
going part of the population is talking about 
the gorgeous scenery, the complete outfit 
of properties, and the strong company of 
“capable actors, and just when it looks as 
if the business would be big, the news comes 
to the public through the news or the dra- 
matic columns of the papers that the @tar of 
the play Is sick, that the scenery has been 
destroyed by fire, or that costumes or prop- 
érties are missing. Many prospective seat 
buyers decide to wait till some “ whole 
show ” comes along and not a fragmentary 
at tion, and at one stroke all the press 
agent's work is wiped out. ; 

Then the agent may overplay himself with 
the ingenious assistance of one or more of 
the actors. He may write something about 
a dog or a cat or a parrot owned by his star, 
and the newspapers and the public may like 
the menagerie so well that they talk more 
of it than of its owner. This is publicity 
in contradistinction to advertising. The 
agent wants the star known as a star, not 
as an owner of animals. Mrs, Edna Wallace 
Hopper and her favorite pony, Ellen Terry 
and her dog Fifi, Mrs. Patrick Campbell 
and Pinkey Pankey Poo, Robert Fitszsim- 
mons and his young lion, Anna Held and her 
Angora eat, Nat Goodwin and his collie, and 
many other actors and actresses have loved 
pets so well that the press agent has found 
itt doubly hard to get what is in his patois 
“straight stuff” into the papérs his 

employers. 


Play-Goers Object to Marriage. 

When the star is married then trouble be- 
gins for the press agent. Theatrical man- 
agers know that the public likes to see un- 
married women in the role of sweethearts 
and unmarried men playing their lovers. 
The public does not care much for the dem- 
onstrations of affection between a man and 
his wife. It approves of it, of course, but 
it does not Hke to pay $2 or $1.60 a seat to 
see it. Matinée idols are always better 
@rawing carte when they are unmarried, 
James K. Hackett when he married Mary 
Mannering found that some of his follow- 
ing had ceased to follow. E. H. Sothern be- 
came the husband of Virginia Harned, and 
‘eittooughs she is @ capable actress the 
Sothern public liked him better alone. Mar- 
guerite Sylvia, the light opera singer, mar- 
ried the business manager of her company, 
and Kirke La Shell¢, her employer, is going 
to get another singer and put her in Miss 
Syivia’s place.

Bernhardt, Mrs. Minnie Maddern 
Fiske, Amelia Bingham, whose husband is 
a stock broker; Sir Henry Irving, Lillian 
Russel—none of these players have found 
that matrimony handicaps their agents.

Eternal City, to the disposition shown of 
late by Marguerite to interfere in the affairs 
of the government and by her endeavors to 
exercise whatever influence she possesses 
in behalf of the Vatican and against the pres- 
ent administration. Her son resents this, 
and his wife shares his views. The result 
has been that Queen Marguerite is about to 
leave Italy to undertake a pilgrimage to the 
Holy Land, officially described as a yachting 
expedition, and expresses her intention of 
withdrawing to a convent soon after her re- 
turn and to take the vows of a nun. : 

Queen Marguerite has always been devout. 

Her mother, the now Dowager Duchess of 
Genoa, has all her life long been equally in- 
clined towards things clerical, and was 
charged by her brother-in-law, the late King 


Victor Emmanvel, with being completely : 
subject to the influence of the Archbishop of . 


Turin, who was, indeed, responsible for that 
extraordinary marriage of hers to the Mar- 


| quis Rapollo, which led to her banishment 


from the kingdom by her infuriated brother- 
in-law, the “ Re Galant Uomo.” 

The attempt made upen the life of King 
Humbert by Passanante at Naples some 
twenty years ago, when Marguertte’s white 


dress was deluged with the’ blood of Prime 


Minister Cairoli, who, riding in the royal 
carriage, had thrown himself before the 
King and received in his own body the knife 
thrust intended for his sovereign, gave such 
a shock to her. nerves that for a time her 
reason was threatened, and she was forced 
to g0 into a species of retreat for many 
months, living In the strictest kind of seclu- 
sion, chiefly at Brodighera, before she, re-. 
covered to any degree her health of mind. 
But it left her with a more pronounced dis- 
position than ever to religion, and, in spite 
of the warfare reigning between the Vatican 


‘and the Italan government, she never lost 


an opportunity of endeavoring to render her- 
self agreeable to the Holy Father and to the 
clergy, being most assiduous in her attend- 
ance at church, in her patronage of all re- 
ligiougs. undertakings and institutions, and 
lavishing every sort of kindness upon the 
various convents and female religious or- 
ders. 

Humbert’s tragic death accentuated these 
tendencies on her part, the number of her 
pilgrimages to the various basilicas and 
churches increased, and by and by prelates 
commenced to figure among her entourege 
at the so-called Palazzo Margherita. These 

lates were men of eminence in the coun- 
cils of the Vatican, and in course of time it 
became known that, thanks to their influence, 
the Queen mother was bringing every con- 
ceivable pressure to bear upon her son, the

scopical work is almost incredibly fine and 
delicate, every varying shade and color tone, 
every tiny line, and every infinitesimal de- 
tail of an insect no larger than the head of 
a common pin being shown in exquisite per- 
fection. The velvety texture and | satiny 
sheen of a beetle’s body or a butterfly’s wing 
she reproduces exactly, although many ex- 
periments are often necessary in order to 
secure the desired result. Her colors and 
texture values are at once the admiration 
and the despair of her fellows, and she her- 
self cannot always téll exactly how they are 
attained. While possessing all a scientist's 
deprecation of mere emotional feeling, she 
says that a peculiar “ feeling,’ of evidently 
intuitional origin, is her safest guide as to 


the manner in which a certain piece of work | 


is progressing. 
Much of Mrs. Green’s work has been done 


for Professor S. A. Forbes, State entomolo- 
gist of Illinois. The ‘“ State Fish Book ” is 
now being prepared under Professor Forbes’ 
direction, and for it Mrs. Green is making 
many plates. The fish she finds intensely 
interesting, crediting the specimens studied 
with qualities and characters at once unique 
and surprising. Viewed as natural creatures 
merely, they are to her as fascinating, as 
difficult of exact reproduction, and her tech- 
nical observations are as thoroughly en- 
joved as continual and untiring. 
Some conception of the perplexities and 


difficulties that beset the path of the scientific 
icustrator may be obtained from a partial 
realization of the superlative exactitudeand 
absoiute, unerring faithfulness of line and 


detail necessary for good work of this kind. 


Not Only must the number of scales on the 
side of a fish, for instance, be reprocuced 


‘exactly, but *the number of finrays, and the 


number of teeth in the jaw—if the fish can 
be induced to pose with his mouth open— 
must be literally exact also, and this in re- 
gard toa subject difficult to pose to the best 
advantage. Details such as these, however, 
are arranged with’ the assistance of a dead 
fish of the same age, size, order, and locality 


#% the subject chosen; but the color problem—_ 
quite as important, and ey®n more perplex- 
ing—can only be solved by studying a fish 
much alive. And as the color of a living fish 
changes frequently, sometimes varying from 


moment to moment, it will’ be easily recog- . 


rized that Mrs. Green finds her work none 
too easy or simple. In one instance, not long 
ago, the head of a certain fish, just then un- 
consciously posing for his portrait, was a 
chocolate brown one day. Next day, when 
the eager artist prepared to finish the finny 
portrait, she found the head was of a clear 
yellow coior. Some fishes will change color, 
too, when removed from running water to the

aquarium, others show different tones and 
shades when in motion and repose. 

The scentifically accurate portrayal of but- 
terflies, moths, and other insects presents 
difficulties that are perplexing, since the 
necessity of securing exact color renders 
a living specimen of concomitant neces- 
sity, and the living creature knows few mo- 
ments of actual repose. But the delicate 
perceptions, equally delicate touch, perfect 
gense of color, and unerring reproduciive 
powers of the devoted worker enable her to 
reproduce in a water color painting all of 
the beauty and’ wonderful markings of the 
subject under consideration, and to do work

Effect on Animals. 


**Even animals are affected in a severe 


manner by tobacco. A calf washed with a 


tobacco infusion, as a remedy for some dis- 
ease, died in a few hours.

nicotine. Both Sichel and Critchett, well- 
known English oculists, discovered that a 
smoker who used even so little as five-eighths 
of an ounce of tobacco a day for any sus- 
tained period suffered a wasting of the optic 
nerve, called amaurosis. The disease is a 
dulling of the sight, yet no examination of the 
eye will reveal the defect. Whether it is 
caused by the irritating effect of the smoke, 
or whether it operates through the nervous 
system, is a question, but in any ¢ase, other. 
things being equal, it is recognized that the 
smoker has not as good sight as has the non- 
If the eyes suffer, so does the nose, and 
Dr. Armory Hare, who liked a whiff of the 
pipe as well as the next one, has laid stress 
upon the statement that every chronic 
smoker suffers more than his share of nasai 
catarrh. This is strengthened by the well- 
observed fact that men, more than women, 
are afflicted with ‘colds in the head’ in 
chronic form. | 
‘*Chronic laryngitis is one of the recognized 
efiects of too much smoking. It may begin 
with the victim’s remarking that/he bechbmes 
hoarse without seeming cause. The acrid 
fumes of the tobacco have set up a slight in- 
flammation which makes the surface nior¢é 
susceptible to cold, and as the smoke keeps 
up the irritation and the drafts catch him, he 
has chronic laryngitis before he knows it. 
Darwin’s Contempt for Smokers. - 
** Darwin once accused people who smoked 
many hours a day of having little common 
sense. This observation may be regarded 
from the point of v-ew of the physician with 
more than a shade of credulity. Smoking 
has a disposition to dry the mouth and stop 
the flow of saliva. With an_ insufficient 
amount of saliva in the stomach the proc- 
esses of digestion are interfered with, and 
the person having a stomach full. of fod 
lying in an undigested state cannot beir the 
most reasonable and reasoning mood possi- 
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“ Of all these ills, tobacco heart is one of 
the miost pronounced and dangerous. In 


almost any hospital one may see victims | 


of the tobacca heart, scarcely able to sit up ‘ 


in bed and too weak to move. In the hospital 


these patients are refused tobacco and they 


soon recover. 
| “ Angina pectoris, one of the most dan- 
gerous and painful of diseases, often is 
caused. by excessive smoking. Some of the 
most prominent men in all! wa'ks of life have 
died from it, ané in most cases they have 
smoked to excess. 


_ Possible Cause of Cancer. 

“ Does tobacco cause cancer? This ques- 
tion has been disputed, when answered in the 
affirmative, largely because among the vast 
number of smokers in the world so few of 
them have cancer. Yet in Eng‘ish statistics 
it has been shown that out of seventy-eight 
cases of cancer of the mouth treated in-a 
cancer hospital only ten cases were those of 
women. Taking this showing. and the fact 
that a wound of any kind on a person dis- 
posed to cancer may produce the disease, it 
is uot too much to suspect that the pregsure 
of a hard pipestem on the lip, with the con- 
sequent irritation of nicotine, may be the 
direct cause. 

“ Aside from these most serious conse- 
quences of smoking, we have the unmistaka- 
ble evidences that weakened muscles and 
tremulousness resu't in nearly all cases. 
This is so well recognized that for athletes 
in training smoking is prohibited. For rifle 
shooting the smoker suffers as mueh from 
shaky herves as from his eyesight, and few 
records have been made by men who were in- 
veterate smokers.
